Mr. Sehurman, the president of the 
United States Philippine commission, 
expre ssed the opinion that the inter­

Gradually Being Trapped by 
Dreyfus Inquiry, 


MERCIER PROVER A FALSIFIER. 


Said He Could Trove by Goose He Had 
Destroyed Secret D ossier- la tte r Had 


Previously Testified a Copy W as Saved. 
A nother Point For Dreyfus. 


P aris, May 4.—Slowly but steadily 
the net was closing around the French 
general staff in the Dreyfus revision in­ 
quiry. General Mereier, who was min­ 
ister of war at the time Dreyfus was 
condemned, on being called upon by M. 
De Freyciuet, the present minister of 
war, to produce the report regarding 
the secret dossier which Lieutenant 
Colonel Du Paty de Clam testified he 
had sent to Mender, replied that he had 
destroyed it, and he called Gen. , Goose 
as a witness to the truth of thin state­ 
ment. 
Unfortunately for Merrier, General 
Gonse had already testified before the 
court of cassation that, although Mer­ 
rier destroyed the original, he kept a 
copy. 
Another anti-Dreyfus argument 
received its death blow. General Zur- 
linden, military governor of Paris, and 
others, while testifying before the court 
of cassation, attached great importance 
to the closing sentence of the border­ 
eau, “la m starting for the manoeuvres” 
as proving the guilt of Dreyfus aud the 
innocence of Esterhazy, inasmuch as 
the staff' probationers were only noti­ 
fied on Aug. 29 that they would not be 
required to attend the manoeuvres. 
It has now been proved that this no­ 
tification was actually delivered May 
17. 
Therefore, Dreyfus could not have 
written “ I am starting for the ma­ 
noeuvres” in the following rep >rt.

O’Neill,

W hen the b oat reached Santiago, Chap­ 
lain Brown, 
a b rother of

O’Neill, and some others, took a carriage 
for San Juan hill.

ran his ey e over the snrronnding coun­ 
try , and, w ith unerring judgm ent, lo­ 
cated again the points in the b attlefield 
where each movement of his regim ent 
occurred. At last he tnrned the carriage 
into a side trail b y means of which a 
little clearing was reached. 
Chaplain 
Brown got out, cast his ey e contem pla­ 
tively around the ground for a few mo­ 
ments and said to his comrades, “ Dig 
there, and y on will find the canteen 
which we b uried w ith the b ody of Cap­ 
tain O'Neill. ” 
Sure enough, hardly had the spades 
turned up two shovelfuls of the soil b e­ 
fore a rusty and weather b eaten canteen 
came to view. 
In it were the papers 
identify ing 
the

of

O’Neill, as they had b een placed b y 
Chaplain Brown nearly eight months 
ago. 
Further excavation revealed the 
b ody of Captain O’Neill in a g(X>d state 
of preservation.

Periodical literature was added to b y 
the appearance the other day of the 
first num b er of The Star of Hope. The 
paper, whieh is to appear semimonthly , 
is w ritten, printed and pub lished b y the 
inm ates of Sing Sing prison and is 
unique among pub lications in that the 
editor has no fear of lib el suits and no 
reason to b e apprehensive of a visit 
from an indignant reader w ith a shot­ 
gun and need not worry ab out unpaid 
sub scriptions. 
Both ty pographically and in tho qual­ 
ity of its reading m atter tine paper is a 
credit to its makers. It consists of eight 
pages, each 12 b y 16 inches in size, and 
is printed on paper of good quality . 
The articles are all signed, not w ith the 
contrib utors’ names, b nt w ith their 
cell numb ers. 
This plan was adopted 
b y W arden Sage, who conceived the 
idea of the paper, in order to avoid em­ 
b arrassing the contrib utors b y pub lish­ 
ing their names to the outside world. 
The “ leader” is from the pen of No 
•1789 and is on a sub ject which inter­ 
ests every one of the editor’s constitu­ 
ents. 
It is entitled “ Parole Legisla­ 
tion ,” and is a review of the extension 
of this sy stem and the prospects of its 
speedy adoption in New York state. 
Following it is an article entitled “ De­ 
generates’ Revenge.” a protest against 
the prevailing custom of ascrib ing all 
nnusnal acts to degeneracy . 
This is 
signed b y No. 13. 
“ The College on the H ill” is the way 
No. 1320 heads a trib ute to the prison 
and its training, and “ Knowledge In 
Prison,” b y No. 1535, contains a sug­ 
gestion that all graduates of colleges 
and high schools should complete their 
education b y a term of a y ear or two in 
prison, during w’hich, it is asserted, 
they will learn m any things not set 
down in the b ooks. 
No. 1500 is the ruler 
o f the editorial 
page. P art of his salutatory follows- 
“ Be to its faults a little Vilind; 
Be to its virtues very kind. 
“ In extending a salutation to » .nr 
readers we realize that one could not 
occupy an editor’s chair under more fa­ 
vorab le circumstances. We are relieve« ! 
of the remorseless pangs of unstab le 
sub scription lists or delinquent adver­ 
tisers. The paper, happily , has no snl)- 
scription price; consequently the pros­ 
pects are fair for a full complement of 
sub scrib ers, and our treasury will m t 
b ecome depleted b y large fees to it? 
contrib utors. ” 
At the head of the editorial page is a 
notice from W arden Sage calling ni>on 
all the inm ates to contrib ute to the pub ­ 
lication. 
He explains that the mental 
lab or of composition will to some extent 
take the place of the phy sical lab or 
which has b een restricted b y recent leg­ 
islation. 
W arden Sage « Iso seizes the opportu­ 
nity to say farewell to the inm ates of 
the prison. After reviewing his appoint­ 
m ent and the difficulties under which 
he lab ored, he say s: 
“ There are reasons why I wonld have 
b een glad to* continue here for a time. 
I have b ecome greatly interested in the 
prison and the work. I found the insti­ 
tution and its equipment, when I came 
here, in all its details and parts, a n ­ 
tiquated, dilapidated and uiksafe. I had 
an am b ition to make it structurally a 
modern and model prison. I had aspira­ 
tions also to make it in its adm inistra­ 
tion, under the new .sy stem of classifica­ 
tion, in spirit and reality , if not in 
name, a great reformatory . 
“ However, I y ield to the logic of 
events. 
I go b ack to my old home, to 
the b usiness I have never given up, to 
associations that are fam iliar and agree­ 
ab le, to friends who will, I am sure, 
give me welcome, and to the indepeiid 
ence of private life. 
In closing this 
note I desire to say , in my judgm ent of 
infractions of prison rules which 1 have 
rendered, it is reasonab le to suppose I 
have sometimes erred, for I am human. 
If I have done any one an injustice, Í 
sincerely regret it.” 
An interesting feature of the paper is 
the reprinting of the Rev. Dr. Georg.* 
H. H epw orth’.s sermon, “ The S iul's 
G reatness,” pub lished on Dec. 11, 189s 
In addition to providing for the reli­ 
gious needs of the inmates, the educa­ 
tional feature is not neglected. There is 
% departm ent devoted to the correction 
« f common errors in English speech and 
w riting. 
An innovation In prison discipline is 
a departm ent devoted to the cnrrent 
news of the world, in which the impor­ 
tan t events are snmmarized. 
Prison 
news is snm m arized under the head of 
“ O b servations,” and under the title 
“ Rum ors” many projected improve­ 
ment in the prison and grounds are an­ 
nounced. 
Humor is not neglected, and

by Warden Sage, who conceived the 
idea of the paper, in order to avoid em­ 
barrassing the contributors by publish­ 
ing their names to the outside world. 
The "leader” is from the pen of No 
1789 and is on a subject which inter­ 
ests every one of the editor’s constitu­ 
ents. 
It is entitled "Parole Legisla­ 
tion,” and is a review of the extension 
of this system and the prospects of its 
speedy adoption in New York state. 
Following it is an article entitled "De­ 
generates’ Revenge.” a protest against 
the prevailing custom of ascribing all 
unusual acts to degeneracy. 
This is 
signed by No. 18. 
"The College on the H ill” is the way 
No. 1820 heads a tribute to the prison 
aud its training, and "Knowledge In 
Prison,” by No. 1535, contains a sng- 
gestion that all graduates of colleges 
and high schools should complete their 
education by a term of a year or two in 
prison, during which, it is asserted, 
they will learn many things not set 
down in the books. 
No. 1500 is the ruler of the editorial 
page. Part of his salutatory follows 


“ Be to its faults a little blind; 
Be to its virtues very kind. 
"In extending a salutation to our 
readers we realize that one could not 
occupy an editor’s chair under more fa­ 
vorable circumstances. We are relieved 
of the remorseless pangs of unstable 
subscription lists or delinquent adver­ 
tisers. The paper, happily, has no sub­ 
scription price; consequently the pros 
pects are fair for a full complement, of 
subscribers, and our treasury will net 
become depleted by large fees to it? 
contributors. ’ ’ 
At the head of the editorial page is a 
notice from Warden Sage calling upon 
all the inmates to contribute to the pub­ 
lication. 
He explains that the mental 
labor of composition will to some extent 
take the place of the physical labor 
which has been restricted by recent leg­ 
islation. 
Warden Sage also seizes the opportu­ 
nity to say farewell to the inmates of 
the prison.

In furthering this idea steps have 
been taken to r a is e |100,000w ith which 
n suitable building will be erected as 
headquarters for this branch of the 
work, to be located at the New York 
navy y ard. 
Naval branches will after­ 
w ard be opened in Boston, Newport, 
Philadelphia. Norfolk. San Francisco. 
H avana and Manila. 
It is the purpose 
of the comm ittee to extend the work 
thronghont the arm y also, for which 
bnildings will be erected at the varions 
arm y posts, including Fort Snelling. 
M inneapolis; Fort Sheridan. Chicago 
Jackson barracks. New Orleans; Pen 
eacola barracks. 
Florida, and Forts 
H am ilton and^ W adsworth, New York. 
W . B. M illar is the execntive head o 
the new departm ent, and he has jnst 
retnrned from a two m onths’ 
trip 
abroad, where he has made a specia 
itnd y of this work in England and 
France, w ith a view to appropriating 
the good ideas of onr neighbors across 
the way .

“ The enlisted men in the English and 
French arm ies and navies,” he said, 
“ are more thonghtfnlly cared for than 
th e men in the service of the United 
States, and the plans in operation for 
their welfare, involving sacrifice and 
labor, pot ns Americans to shame. Onr 
« iperlence in the late w ar has demon­ 
strated to onr satisfaction th at there is 
a work for ns to do in this direction, 
and w ith the hearty co-operation of the 
leaders in both the arm y and navy we 
believe th at we can pnt in operation a 
perm anent work of this kind which will 
be of real valne to the enlisted lo®” * , 
“ 1 found the work well established in 
England, with sometimes as many as 
six institntes, as they call them, in a 
city . 
Well planned bnildings. adapted 
to philanthropic work among sailors, are 
located 
in 
Portsm onth. 
Devonport, 
Edinbnrgh. Glasgow. Liverpool. Aider- 
shot. Ply month and London. 
Most of 
these I visited and found doing a good 
work, obtaining m any suggestions for 
onr work at home. 
The arm y is cared 
for by a different plan. 
Here there are 
no buildings at the disposal of the work­ 
ers. so they are obliged to take up their 
abode in tlie barracks, organize associa­ 
tions and open up reading rooms and 
bold meetings in rooms placed at their 
disposal by the arm y authorities. 
This 
curtails some public forms of the work, 
but increases the necessity for more per­ 
sonal labor. which perhaps gives greater 
results than would he obtained by a 


m o r e independent means. Sim ilar plans 
are followed in carry ing on the work in 
the French army and navy , w’ith the ex­ 
ception that it is conducted entirely by 
the priests of the church. My study and 
investigation have been of great service 
in evolving our own plans, and will un­ 
doubtedly enable us to avoid some of 
their errors and to make onr initial steps 
far more effective than they otherwise 
could be.”

The international committee is rapid­ 
ly perfecting its plans for the extension 
of this work to all branches of the arm y 
and navy , the first step in which will be 
the completion of the 1100.000 building 
in the New York navy y ard. 
When 
complete, this building will furnish a 
reading room, gy mnasium, bathroom 
and a recreation and amusement hall for 
Jackie while be is in port. 
There will 
also he provided a large auditorium for 
public meetings and entertainm ents. 
Abont 100 small rooms, fitted up in 
shipshape fashion, w ith 
upper 
and 
lower berths, will be provided for the 
sailor lads, so that when ashore over­ 
night they can get a good, clean night’s 
lodging for 15 cents. Provision has been 
m ade for night and day schools for the 
use of those who wish to improve any 
spare tim e they may have, fitting them ­ 
selves for promotion. 
Much the same 
methods will he employ ed in all the 
branches hereafter established. 
The 
phy sical and social, educational and 
•piritnal welfare of all comers, w ith or 
w ithout money , even though dirty , 
ragged and hungry , will be cared for. 
w ith an effort to first relieve the phy s­ 
ical needs before attem pting any thing 
in the educational or spiritual line. 
Army work is to be carried on in a 
sim ilar m anner 
A snitable building 
w ill be erected a t each arm y post, 
which will be nnder the direction of a 
chaplain This will fill a long felt need 


or our army , tor most oi tne posts nave 
no cnaplains. and the men are whollv 
w itnout sy stem atic effort for their spir­ 
itual welfare 
The entire sy stem will 
be introduced and m aintained w ithout 
expense to the government, including 
the salary of the chaplain, who will not 
necessarily be a m inister, although he 
must be a trained worker among men 
There are already 12 men at work in 
various parts of Cuba, four in I orto 
Rico and four in the Philippines. 
It is 
the intention of the comm ittee to push 
the new work as rapidly as possible.— 
New York Telegram

Ex-Chief Hugh Bonner, who recently 
resigned from the New York fire depart­ 
m ent, talked enthusiastically of bis 
firemen’s school the other day . 
“ I t’s 
the very thing New 
lork 
needs.” he said. “ My purpose is to be­ 
gin the organization of the school the 
very moment I am free from duty . 
1 
stay in my office all night alway s ana 
try to attend every fire in the central 
part of New York, no m atter when 
occurs. 
I don’t get much chance 
sleep, much less organize my school, 
spend every Thursday at my home, and 
other tim es I am on duty constantly . 
“ The purpose of this school is not to 
make money . 
Pupils will he charged 
only enough to m aintain the school. 
We propose not only teaching firemen, 
hut hotel employ ees, servants in private 
homes, steamship employ ees, policemen 
and every one else who desires to a t­ 
tend. The school will be equipped with 
fire apparatus, and men who w ant to 
learn its use w ith the view of becoming 
firemen can do so. 
The regular course 
will he three months, except where 
men w ant to take the advanced course. 
This will require two weeks longer 
W hen a m an haa concluded the course, 
a certificate of graduation will be fur­ 
nished him. This certificate we hope in 
tim e to make a sort of civil service rec­ 
ommendation for applicants to the fire 
departm ent. 
“ Men apply ing for positions in ho­ 
tels, private houses or factories who are 
provided with such certificates will be 
more desirable employ ees than others 
who are ignorant of the methods of 
fighting fire. The recent terrible loss of 
life has made the people awake to the 
im m ediate necessity of 
establishing 
such a school. 
I have communicated 
w ith Fire Chiefs Sweeney of Chicago. 
Baxter of Philadelphia, Swinly of St. 
Louis and a num ber of m anufacturers 
and steam ship companies, and they all 
have promised me their support.” — 
New York World.

o f this work to all branches of the arm y 
an d navy, the first step in which will be 
the completion of the $100,000 building 
in the New York navy yard. 
When 
complete, this building will furnish a 
reading room, gymnasium, bathroom 
and a recreation and amusement hall for 
Jackie while be is in port. 
There will 
also tie provided a large auditorium for 
public meetings and entertainm ents. 
About IOO small rooms, fitted up in 
shipshape fashion, with 
upper 
and 
lower berths, will be provided for the 
sailor lads, so that when ashore over­ 
night they can get a good, clean n ig h t’s 
lodging for 15 cents. Provision has been 
m ade for night and day schools for the 
use of those who wish to improve any 
spare tim e they may have, fitting them ­ 
selves for promotion. 
Much the same 
methods will be employed in ail the 
branches 
hereafter established. 
The 
physical and social, educational and 
sp iritu al welfare of all comers, w ith or 
w ithout money, even though dirty, 
ragged and hungry, will be eared for. 
w ith an effort to first relieve the phys­ 
ical needs before attem pting anything 
in the educational or spiritual line. 
Army work is to be carried on in a 
similar manner 
A suitable building 
w ill be erected at each army post, 
which will be under the direction of a 
chaplain This will fill a long felt need 


of our army. tor most or tne posts nave 
no chaplains, and the men are whollr 
without systematic effort for their spir­ 
itual welfare 
The entire system will 
be introduced and maintained without 
expense to the government, including 
the salary of the chaplain, who will not 
necessarily be a minister, although he 
must be a trained worker among men 
There are already 12 men at work in 
various parts of Cuba, four in Porte 
Rico and four in the Philippines. 
It is 
the intention of the committee to push 
the new work as rapidly aa possible.— 
New York Telegram

That is not at all inconsistent with our 
beliefs, or with many of the dem onstra­ 
tions we have had. 
I believe that at 
th at moment John Sherman was very 
near the border land. He had reached a 
critical point. His spirit was struggling 
to free itself from the body. 
No, I dc 
not mean that it was a ‘phantasm of 
the living.’ 
Mr. Thomas J. Hudson of 
W ashington would probably not deny 
the phenomenon. 
He would call it a 
‘phantasm of the liv in g .’ 
We do not 
call it that. 
It was the spirit of John 
Sherman. I have heard th at he has ap­ 
peared once before th at tim e in the 
spirit form. 
“ I will tell you of a sim ilar case. 
Thomas B. Coulter was at one time 
sixth auditor of the treasury in W ash­ 
ington. 
During a change of adm inis­ 
tration, which I will say was foretold 
by the spirit of Garfield, he was thrown 
out of office and went west. Some tim e 
after he came to a seance in W ashing­ 
ton, fully materialized. He took a tab­ 
let, laid it on the shoulder of Samuel 
Baldwin and wrote a message. 
A few 
m onths after that he died. I believe he 
was very ill out west at the tim e he 
m aterialized at the seance. 
“ Take the same thing in the special 
line which I am investigating. Here is 
a spirit photograph of myself, while I 
am still living. I was called to Roches­ 
ter on some business and requested my 
daughter to pursue the subject while I 
was away. 
She went to Dr. W illiam 
Keeler and sat before the camera. I am 
shown standing by her, out of propor­ 
tion to her size. 
Such a photograph as 
th at could not be obtained by the n at­ 
ural process. Many a photographer who 
is skeptical will tell you th at he can do 
the same thing, or at least produce the 
same pictures. 
I defy any one to do it 
by fraud or otherw ise."—Special St.

T e a c h F i r e F i g h t i n g . 
Ex-Chief Hugh Bonner, who recently 
resigned from the New York fire depart­ 
m ent, talked enthusiastically of his 
firemen’s school the other day. 
“ I t ’s 
the very thing New York 
needs," he said. “ My purpose is to be­ 
gin the organization of the school the 
very moment I ani free from duty. 
I 
stay in my office all night always ancf 
try to attend every fire in the central 
part of New York, no m atter when it 
occurs. 
I don’t get much chance to 
sleep, much less organize my school. 
I 
spend every Thursday at my home, and 
other times I am on duty constantly. 
“ The purpose of this school is not to 
make money. 
Pupils will be charged 
only enough to m aintain the school. 
We propose not only teaching firemen, 
but hotel employees, servants in private 
homes, steamship employees, policemen 
and every one else who desires to a t­ 
tend. The school will be equipped with 
fire apparatus, and men who w ant to 
learn its use with the view of becoming 
firemen can do so. 
The regular course 
will be three months, except where 
men w ant to take the advanced course. 
This will require two weeks longer 
W hen a man has concluded the course, 
a certificate of graduation will be fur­ 
nished him. This certificate we hope in 
tim e to make a sort of civil service rec­ 
ommendation for applicants to the fire 
departm ent. 
“ Men applying for positions in ho­ 
tels, private houses or factories who are 
provided with such certificates will be 
more desirable employees than others 
who are ignorant of the methods of 
fighting fire. The recent terrible loss of 
life has made the people awake to the 
im m ediate necessity of 
establishing 
such a school. 
I have communicated 
w ith Fire Chiefs Sweeney of Chicago, 
Baxter of Philadelphia, Swinly of St. 
Louis and a num ber of m anufacturers 
and steam ship companies, and they all 
have promised me their support."— 
New York World.

If the conntry where they are to engage 
ill '‘iield work” u ntil late in the fall, 
vbeu they will retu rn to Washington 
to p rep are the data they have collected 
for the map s and other p u blications of 
the su rvey. These top ograp hers are also 
draftsmen, for the men in the field who 
do the top ograp hic work, or, in ether 
words, who collect the facts with re­ 
gard to the su rface featu res, the mou n­ 
tains and valleys, the heighU, water 
b(dies, names, roads, towns, etc., mu st 
be able to p u t all these facts u p on the 
map . and they sp end the winter map ­ 
p ing or otherwise recording the work 
thev do in the su mmer months. 
Abou t 
•¿(I of these su rvey p arties will be in the 
field this season. Some of them have 
already started for Alaska, where six 
p arties were maintained last year, and 
the others will be distribu ted over the 
coniitry in the areas not yet su rveyed. 
The "recent extension of ou r territory 
op ens new fields of service for ou r offi­ 
cial map makers. 
It is hop ed soon to 
make a beginning In the work of map ­ 
p ing Porto Rico, for, like most regions 
that have dep ended u p on Sp ain for 


t h e i r top ograp hic delineation, the island 
is very p oorly map p ed. 
At p resent we 
need not exp ect that the woefu lly de­ 
ficient map p ing of the Philip p ines can 
be remedied to any imp ortant extent. 
Detailed map making there will be p re­ 
ceded by the general rep orts on the 
cou ntry, its p eop le and resou rces, which 
the government has been arranging to 
p rocu re from its commissioners, army 
officers and civilian associates detailed 
for the work. Dr. George F. Becker of 
the geological su rvey, for instance, was 
at or near Manila in the middle of Feb­ 
ru ary and has already made his p relim­ 
inary rep ort on the mineral resou rces 
of the islands, covering all the main 
discoveries in the geology of the Philip ­ 
p ines that are of economic interest. He 
obtained this material from u np u blished 
data in the Sp anish mining bu reau , 
verbal information obtained at Manila 
and variou s technical p u blications by 
Sp anish and other writers. Mr. Robert 
T. Hill’s rep ort on the mineral re­ 
sou rces of Porto Rico will ap p ear in the 
twentieth annu al rep ort of the geo­ 
logical su rvey. 
Dne of the p arties in the field this 
year, consisting of five men, will work 
in the arid region of central Nevada, 
carrying their ou tfit in a p rairie wagon. 
The cost of the top ograp hic su rvey in 
su ch regions as this is a little higher 
than in the very large areas of p rairies 
and p lains, where the exp ense does not 
exceed $1.50 a squ are mile. Professor 
Powell testified some years ago that the 
cost in the mou ntainou s and arid re­ 
gions west of the one hu ndredth merid­ 
ian varied from $1.50 to $3 a squ are 
mile; in the densely forested regions of 
western Oregon and Washington abou t 
$0 a squ are mile, and in the eastern 
p art of the United States where forests 
p revail from $2.50 to $5 a squ are mile. 
These figu res inclu de everything excep t 
the engraving and p rinting of the map s. 
The map s give a very grap hic deline­ 
ation of the regions they rep resent and 
are within the reach of any one willing 
to p ay the merely nominal p rice asked 
for them. The sheets are mailed to any 
address at 5 cents ap iece, or in lots of 
100 or more map s at 2 cents each, 
iku netimes, bu t not very often, different 
dep artments of the government seem 
p ractically to du p licate one another’s 
map w’ork. 
Thu s the United States 
general land office has recently p u blish­ 
ed a map of Alaska, u p on the scale of 
•IS miles to an inch, in which the relief 
featu res are shown by crayon shading, 
U is for the most p art a cop y of the 
ecHst Hu rvey map and contains no in­ 
formation of 
an economic character 
in not better dep icted u p on the 
i^iap of the geological su rvey. 
In the cou rse of time these top ograp h­ 
ic map sheets which the geological su r­ 
vey has been issu ing for abou t 18 years 
^ill show the resu lts of the top ograp hic 
su rvey of the entire cou ntry, a vast 
''ork which cannot be comp leted for 
many years to come. These map s are 
the necessary bases of the geologic map 
sheets now issu ing, for it is imp ossible 
le map accu rately and intelligently the 
geological featu res of a region u ntil the 
top ograp hic featu res are map p ed. This 
18 the reason why the top ograp hie map 
the cou ntry has made far greater 
Pfogress than the geologic map . 
. 
p u rp ose of the geological su rvey 
1® 
discover the economic valu es that 
exist in the geologic formations, su ch 
rocks, ores, fertilizers, etc., and the 
geologic map sheets, many of which 
now been issu ed, show the loca- 
extent and natu re of all these 
fc oiogic featu res. It is easy to see that 
p ractical valu e of these map s is very 
for the reason that ou r interests 


which are inwiiveU in geology are oi 
enormou s magnitu de, onr mineral p rod­ 
u cts now amou nting in valu e to nearly 
$ < 50,000, ou O a year. 
The geologist.s 
who collect the data for the geologic 
sheets of the map are sp ecialists of a 
high grade; few* of them are draftsmen, 
and if they were it wou ld not p ay to 
emp loy them in drafting map s, for they 
are high saiarittd men. 
For the con­ 
stru ction of their sections and other il­ 
lu strations necessary to set forth the 
geology of the cou ntry the top ograp hers 
of the top ograp hic su rvey, therefore, are 
emp loyed.—New York Su n

The.se su bjects are recru ited from the 
p oor and from among those who are 
fond of getting something for nothing 
if the ap p rentice p erforms his work to 
the satisfaction of the ju dges, a certifi­ 
cate is issu ed to him, and he mu st serve 
as an ap p rentice for two years before he 
can op en a shop of his own 
Provision 
is also made for women barbers w’ho de­ 
sire to carry on the bu siness of their 
hu sbands. 
To do this the w’omen have 
to be enrolled as ap p rentices for three 
years, and they mu st exhibit a great 
p roficiency before they are allowed to 
op en an establishment of their own. 
The barber bu siness in Au stria is not 
p articu larly lu crative, as one can be 
shaved for 5 cents and have one's hair 
cu t for abou t 3 cents. —Scientific Amer­

These topographers are also 
draftsmen, for the men in the field who 
do the topographic work, or, in ether 
words, who collect the facts with re­ 
gard to the surface features, the moun­ 
tains and valleys, the height*, water 
bodies, names, roads, towns, etc., must 
be able to put all these facts upon the 
map. and they spend the winter map­ 
ping or otherwise recording the work 
they do in the summer months. 
About 
20 of these survey parties will be in the 
field this season. 
Some of them have 
already started for Alaska, where six 
parties were maintained last year, and 
the others will be distributed over the 
country in the areas not yet surveyed. 
The recent extension of our territory 
opens new fields of service for our offi­ 
cial mapmakers. 
It is hoped soon to 
make a beginning in the work of map­ 
ping Porto Rico, for, like most regions 
that have depended upon Spain for 
their topographic delineation, the island 
is very poorly mapped. 
At present we 
ueed not expect that the woefully de­ 
ficient mapping of the Philippines can 
be remedied to any im portant extent. 
Detailed mapmaking there will be pre­ 
ceded by the general reports on the 
country, its people and resources, which 
the government has been arranging to 
procure from its commissioners, army 
officers and civilian associates detailed 
for the work. Dr. George F. Becker of 
the geological survey, for instance, was 
at or near Manila in the middle of Feb­ 
ruary and has already made his prelim­ 
inary report on the mineral resources 
of the islands, covering all the main 
discoveries in the geology of the Philip­ 
pines that are of economic interest. He 
obtained this material from unpublished 
data in the Spanish m ining bureau, 
verbal information obtained at Manila 
and various technical publications by 
Spanish and other writers. Mr. Robert 
T. Hill’s report on the mineral re­ 
sources of Porto Rico will appear in the 
twentieth annual report of the geo­ 
logical survey. 
One of the parties in the field this 
rear, consisting of five men, will work 
in the arid region of central Nevada, 
carrying their outfit in a prairie wagon. 
The cost of the topographic survey in 
snob regions as this is a little higher 
than in the very large areas of prairies 
and plains, where the expense does not 
exceed $1.50 a square mile. Professor 
Powell testified some years ago that the 
cost in the mountainous and arid re­ 
gions west of the one hundredth merid­ 
ian varied from $1 . 50 to $3 a square 
mile; in the densely forested regions of 
western Oregon and W ashington about 
$5 a square mile, and in the eastern 
part of the United States where forests 
prevail from $2.50 to $5 a square mile. 
These figures include everything except 
the engraving and printing of the maps. 
The maps give a very graphic deline­ 
ation of the regions they represent and 
are within the reach of any one willing 
to pay the merely nominal price asked 
for them. The sheets are mailed to any 
address at 5 cents apiece, or in lots of 
IOO or more maps at 2 cents each. 
Sometimes, but not very often, different 
departments of the government seem 
practically to duplicate one another’s 
map work. 
Thus the United States 
general land office has recently publish­ 
ed a map of Alaska, upon the scale of 
48 miles to an inch, in which the relief 
features are shown by crayon shading, 
It is for the most part a copy of the 
coast survey map and contains no in­ 
formation of 
an economic character 
?hat is not better depicted upon the 
map of the geological survey. 
In the course of time these topograph 
rn map sheets which the geological sur 
Ve.v has been issuing for about 18 years 
wdl show the results of the topographic 
curvey of the entire country, a vast 
work which cannot be completed for 
many years to come. 
These maps are 
the necessary bases of the geologic map 
sheets now issuing, for it is impossible 
to 
accurately and intelligently the 
Geological features of a region until the 
topographic features fire mapped. This 
** the reason why the topographic map 
the country has made far greater 
progress than the geologic map.

employ them in drafting maps, for they 
are high salaried men.

These topographers are also 
draftsmen, for the men in the field who 
do the topographic work, or, in ether 
words, who collect the facts with re­ 
gard to the surface features, the moun­ 
tains and valleys, the height*, water 
bodies, names, roads, towns, etc., must 
be able to put all these facts upon the 
map. and they spend the winter map­ 
ping or otherwise recording the work 
(hey do in the summer months. 
Abont 
2(i of these survey parties will be in the 
field this season. 
Some of them have 
already started for Alaska, where six 
parties were maintained last year, and 
the others will be distributed over the 
country in the areas not yet surveyed. 
The recent extension of our territory 
opens new fields of service for our offi­ 
cial mapmakers. 
It is hoped soon to 
make a beginning in the work of map­ 
ping Porto Rico, for, like most regions 
that have depended upon Spain for 
their topographic delineation, the island 
is very poorly mapped. 
At present we 
need not expect that the woefully de­ 
ficient mapping of the Philippines can 
be remedied to any important extent. 
Detailed mapmaking there will be pre­ 
ceded by the general reports on the 
country, its people and resources, which 
the government has been arranging to 
procure from its commissioners, army 
officers and civilian associates detailed 
for the work. Dr. George F. Becker of 
the geological survey, for instance, was 
at or near Manila in the middle of Feb­ 
ruary and has already made his prelim­ 
inary report on the mineral resources 
of the islands, covering all the main 
discoveries in the geology of the Philip­ 
pines that are of economic interest. He 
obtained this material from unpublished 
data in the Spanish mining bureau, 
verbal information obtained at Manila 
and various technical publications by 
Spanish and other writers. 
Mr. Robert 
T. Hill’s report on the mineral re­ 
sources of Porto Rico will appear in the 
twentieth annual report of the geo­ 
logical survey. 
One of the parties in the field this 
year, consisting of five men, will work 
in the arid region of central Nevada, 
carrying their outfit in a prairie wagon. 
The cost of the topographic survey in 
such regions as this is a little higher 
than in the very large areas of prairies 
and plains, where the expense does not 
exceed $1.50 a square mile. 
Professor 
Powell testified some years ago that the 
cost in the mountainous and arid re­ 
gions west of the one hundredth merid­ 
ian varied from $1 . 50 to $3 a square 
mile; in the densely forested regions of 
western Oregon and Washington about 
$5 a square mile, and in the eastern 
part of the United States where forests 
prevail from $2.50 to $5 a square mile. 
These figures include everything except 
the engraving and printing of the maps. 
The maps give a very graphic deline­ 
ation of the regions they represent and 
are within the reach of any one willing 
to pay the merely nominal price asked 
for them. The sheets are mailed to any 
address at 5 cents apiece, or in lots of 
IOO or more maps at 2 cents each. 
Sometimes, but not very often, different 
departments of the government seem 
practically to duplicate one another’s 
uiap work. 
Thus the United States 
funeral land office has recently publish­ 
ed a map of Alaska, upon the scale of 
48 miles to an inch, in which the relief 
features are shown by crayon shading, 
It is for the most part a copy of the

W ork on the first part of the “ Dic­ 
tionary of College Slang,” which Co­ 
lumbia university undertook some time 
ago, has been completed and the other 
three parts are so well in hand that the 
book is to be published during the com­ 
ing Rammer. 
When the undertaking 
was begun, the invitation sent to col­ 
leges all over the country to contribute 
m aterial was mentioned in the New 
York Sun. 
When the words were re­ 
ceived, 3DO of them were sent out again 
to the various institutions to ascertain 
in 
how many places certain words 
which had come in from only one or 
two colleges might have been overlook­ 
ed.

Brown got out, cast his eye contempla­ 
tively around the ground for a few mo­ 
ments and said to his comrades, “ Dig 
there, and you will find the canteen 
which we buried with the body of Cap­ 
tain O’Neill. ”

turned up two shovelfuls of the soil be­ 
fore a rusty aud weather beaten canteen 
came to view.

Star of Hope.

Periodical literature was added to by 
the appearance the other day of the 
first number of The Star of Hope. The 
paper, which is to appear semimonthly, 
is written, printed and published by the 
inmates of Sing Sing prison and is 
unique among publications in that the 
editor has no fear of libel suits and no 
reason to be apprehensive of a visit 
from an indignant reader with a shot­ 
gun and need not worry about unpaid 
subscriptions. 
Both typographically and in tho qual­ 
ity of its reading m atter the paper is a 
credit to its makers. It consists of eight 
pages, each 12 by 16 inches in size, and 
is printed on paper of good quality. 
The articles are all signed, not with the 
contributors’ names, but with their 
cell numbers. 
This plan was adopted 
by Warden Sage, who conceived the 
idea of the paper, in order to avoid em­ 
barrassing the contributors by publish­ 
ing their names to the outside world. 
The “ leadier” is from the pen of No 
•1780 and is on a subject which inter­ 
ests every one of the editor’s constitu­ 
ents. 
It is entitled “ Parole Legisla­ 
tion,” and is a review’ of the extension 
of this system and the prospects of its 
speedy adoption in New York state. 
Following it is an article entitled “ De­ 
generates’ Revenge.” a protest against 
the prevailing custom of ascribing all 
unusual acts to degeneracy. 
This is 
signed by No. 13. 
“ The College on the H ill” is the way 
No. 1320 heads a tribute to the prison 
and its training, and “ Knowledge In 
Prison,” by No. 1535, contains a sug­ 
gestion that all graduates of colleges 
and high schools shonld complete their 
education by a term of a year or two in 
prison, during which, it is asserted, 
they will learn many things not set 
down in the books. 
No. 1500 is the ruler of the editorial 
page. Part of his salutatory follows- 


“ Be to its fa u lts a little b lin d ; 
Be to its virtu e* very kind. 
“ In extending a salutation to our 
readers we realize that one could uot 
occupy an editor’s chair under more fa­ 
vorable circumstances. We are relieved 
of the remorseless pangs of unstable 
subscription lists or delinquent adver­ 
tisers. The paper, happily, has no sub­ 
scription price; consequently the pros­ 
pects are fair for a full com p lem en t of 
subscribers, and our treasury will in t 
become depleted by large fees to its 
contributors. ” 
At the head of the editorial page is a 
notice from Warden Sage calling upon 
all the inmates to contribute to the pub­ 
lication. 
He explains that the mental 
labor of composition will to some extent 
take the place of the physical labor 
which has been restricted by recent leg­ 
islation. 
Warden Sage also seizes the opportu­ 
nity to say farewell to the inmates of 
the prison. After reviewing his appoint­ 
ment and the difficulties under which 
he labored, he says: 
“ There are reasons why I would have 
been glad to' continue here for a time. 
I have become greatly interested in the 
prison and the work. I found the insti­ 
tution and its equipment, when I came 
here, in all its details and parts, an­ 
tiquated. dilapidated and unsafe. I had 
an ambition to make it structurally a 
modern and model prison. I had aspira­ 
tions also to make it in its adm inistra­ 
tion, under the new system of classifica­ 
tion, in spirit and reality, if not in 
name, a great reformatory. 
“ However, I yield to the logic of 
events. 
I go hack to my old home, to 
the business I have never giveu up, to 
associations that are familiar and agree- 
I able, to friends who will, I am sure. 
! give me welcome, aud to the iadepend- 
I ence of private life. 
In closing tin* 
note I desire to say, in my judgm ent of 
infractions of prison rules which I have 
rendered, it is reasonable to suppose I 
have sometimes erred, for I am human 
lf I have done auy one an injustice, I 
sincerely regret i t ” 
An interesting feature of the paper is 
the reprinting of the Rev. Dr. Georg * 
H. Hep w orth’a sermon, “ The S tills 
Greatness,” published on Dec. ll, 1898 
In addition to providing for the reli­ 
gious needs of the inmates, the educa­ 
tional feature is not neglected. There is 
% department devoted to the correction 
«f common errors in English speech and 
writing. 
An innovation In prison discipline is 
a department devoted to the current 
news of the world, in which the impor­ 
tant events are snmmarized. 
Prison 
news is summarized under the head of 
“ Observations,” and nuder the title 
“ Rumors” many projected improve­ 
ment in the prison and grounds are an­ 
nounced. 
Humor is not neglected, and 


the time honored -n e tte r Box. 
in 
which answers to correspondents are 
printed, is a prominent feature of The 
Star of Hope. 
* Among the advertisements, of which 
there are only a few, is the following, 
to which no extraordinary significance 
need be attached:

“ Fully one-fifth of the total number 
of deaths are caused by zymotic dis­ 
eases which are as purely accidental as 
falling and breaking a leg. 
And one- 
fourth of the deaths in addition are 
from digestive and respiratory diseases. 
almost all of which are preventable 
AlKjnt 17 per cent of the deaths among 
insured lives is from consumption and 
5 per cent from nervous diseases, all of 
which are now believed to be prevent 
able. 
“ This means that fully one-half of 
the deaths among young and middle 
aged persons could be prevented and 
the proportion could no doubt be great 
ly increased if parents paid a proper re 
sped to the laws of heredity.

Fairmount Home for children is an 
institution which Columbiana and Stark 
counties mav well be proud of. The 
writer had the extreme pleasure of a 
thorough inspection of this model in­ 
stitution on Tuesday, May 2. If it be a 
truism that “cleanliness is akin to god- 
i liness.” then is Fairmount Home an ob- 
i ject of congratulation and commenda- 
! tion, for each and every department, 
under the watchful care of Mr. and 
* Mrs. Southworth, backed by an able 
corps of assistants, are models of clean­ 
liness and neatness. 
The children are 
as contented and happy as children can 
be. situated as they are, and very, very 
many of the wee tots ^re much more 
happily situated than if they were in the 
i homes from which they have been taken 
| —homes cursed at times by wretehed- 
1 ness and poverty, in very many cases 
made so by and through the curse of the 
liquor trade and traffic. 
As the dinner bell rang, the matron 
accompanied the writer to the dining 
room, where the children were march 
ing to their respective tables with the 
precision of well drilled soldiers. 
After 
chanting their praises to God for his 
mercy and kindness, the youngsters set 
to with a will in disposing of a splendid 
meal, food good enongh for any child in 
this blessed land of ours, and apparently 
keenly relished by strong, healthy ap­ 
petites, the result of good care, sufficient 
exercise, a splendid atmosphere and 
plenty of good, pore water. 
At the 
present writing there is not a single 
patient in the hospital, and there are 
now 127 children in the Home. 
The landscape view is a superb one. 
The air was rich with perfume from 
flowers and shrubbery. 
The sward 
formed a splendid playground for the I 
youngsters, and the writer enjoyed him­ 
self to the full in taking part in the 
games iudnlged in by the boys and girls, 
and especially with the babies from the 
kindergarten. 
Since our visit of last year, very many 
much needed improvements have been 
made, especially in the outbuildings, 
which have been granted a new coat or 
two of white paint, adding very 
to their appearance. 
The commissioners have exercised it 
good sense and good judgment in the 
purchase of motive power, and secured 
the very best on the most reasonable 
terms. 
There is one feature which should re­ 
ceive immediate attention. The water 
tank is on the top of the main building, 
and 
the 
weight 
is 
entirely 
too 
great 
for 
the 
structure. 
Many experts claim that a tank thus 
situated is an unhealthy feature. The 
weight is estimated at about 25,000 
pounds, and the crevices caused by this 
pressure upon the building is ample evi­ 
dence that the matter should be reme­ 
died in short order. 
A steel tower 
could be erected immediately alongside 
the main building, at no great cost, and 
it should be done with the least possible 
delay. The commissioners of Stark and 
Columbiana counties should take imme 
diate action in this matter, and every 
sensible taxpayer will stand by them in 
this much needed improvement. The 
board of trustees is an able and efficient 
oue, and we believe that every member 
thereof, backed by the full corps of 
county commissioners, win uphold as in 
this statement. By the way, the meet­ 
ing on Tuesday was a notable one, as 
there was not a trustee or commissioner 
absent. 
Educational advantages at the home 
are worthy of special note, from the 
kindergarten up, the teachers being 
carefully selected and worthy of full 
praise. 
We had the pleasure of address­ 
ing the children assembled in the chapel, 
aud their prompt replies to questions 
evidenced the fact that they have been 
carefully drilled in the studies appro­ 
priate to their age. The faces were 
bright, cheerful and intelligent, and 
they paid the speaker the high oomph- 
meat of the very closest attention, unit­ 
ing in the expressed wish that we might 
meet again. 
We shall long remember, 
with feelings of genuine pleasure, our 
visit to the Children’s Home at Fair­

curtails some public form s of the work, 
but increases the necessity for more per­ 
sonal labor. which perhaps gives greater 
results than would be obtained by a 
more independent means. Sim ilar plaus 
are followed in carrying on the work in 
the French army and navy, with the e x ­ 
ception that it is conducted entirely by 
the priestsof the church. My study aud 
investigation have been of great service 
in evolving our own plans, and will urn 
donbtedly enable na to avoid some of 
their errors and to m ake our in itial steps 
far more effective than they otherw ise 
could b e ." 
The international com m ittee is rap id ­ 
ly perfecting its plans for the extension 
o f this work to all branches of the arm y 
an d navy, the first step in which w ill be 
the completion of the $100,000 building 
in the New York navy yard.

complete, this building will furnish a 
reading room, gym nasium , bathroom 
and a recreation aud am usem ent hall for 
Jack ie while be is in port.

unbelievers laughed and scoffed at the 
i niritualists. 
“ A great deal of fun has been made 
of 
that 
episode 
and 
w ithout 
just 
c au se ," said Dr. Hansm ann. " I was at 
that seance and am confident that Mr. 
Sherm an was there in spirit form. 
He 
was not visible to the eye, but we could 
hear him speak. He said ; ‘Receive me . 
Receive me* 
I am John Sherm an. 
That is not at all inconsistent with our 
beliefs, or with m any of the dem onstra­ 
tions we have had. 
I believe that at 
that moment John Sherm an was very 
near the border land. He had reached a 
critical point. H is spirit w as struggling 
to free itself from the body. 
No, I dc 
not mean that it w as a ‘phantasm of 
the living. ’ 
Mr. Thom as J . Hudson of 
W ashington would probably not deny 
the phenomenon. 
He would call it a 
‘phantasm of the liv in g .’ 
W e do not 
call it that. 
It w as the spirit of John 
Sherm an. 
I have heard that he has ap ­ 
peared once before that tim e in the 
spirit form. 
“ I will tell yon of a sim ilar case. 
Thom as B. Coulter w as at one tim e 
sixth auditor of the treasury in W ash­ 
ington. 
D uring a change of adm inis­ 
tration, which I will say w as foretold 
by the spirit of Garfield, he w as thrown 
out of office and went west. Some tim e 
after he cam e to a seance in W ashing­ 
ton, fully m aterialized.

let, laid it on the shoulder of Sam uel 
Baldw in and wrote a message.

months after that he died.

This will require two weeks longer 
When a m an has concluded the course, 
a certificate of graduation will be fur­ 
nished him. This certificate we hope in 
tim e to m ake a sort of civil service rec­ 
om mendation for applicants to the fire 
departm ent 
"M en applying for positions in bo 
tels, private houses or factories who are 
provided with such certificates will be 
more desirable employees than others 
who are ignorant of the methods of 
fighting fir®. The recent terrible loss of 
life has made the people awake to the

with Fire Chiefs Sweeney of Chicago, 
Baxter of Philadelphia, Sw inly of St.

P u r p o s e of t h e S u r v e y . 


This is tile tim e of year th at the to­ 
pographers of the U nited States geolog­ 
ical survey start for the various parts 
* of the country where they are to engage 
in “ held work” u n til late in the fall, 
when they will retu rn to W ashington 
to prepare the d ata they have collected 
fvr the maps and other publications of 
the survey. These topographers are also 
draftsmen, for the men in the field who 
do the topographic work, or, in ether 
words, who collect the facts w ith re­ 
gard to the surface features, the m oun­ 
tains and valleys, the h eig h t* w ater 
todies, names, roads, towns, etc., must 
to* able to put all these facts upon the 
map. and they spend the w inter map­ 
ping or otherwise recording the work 
thev do in the sum m er months. 
About 
20 of these survey parties w ill be in the 
field this season. 
Som e of them have 
already started for Alaska, where six 
parties were m aintained last year, and 
the others will be distributed over the 
country in the areas not yet surveyed. 
The recent extension of our territory 
opens new fields of service for our offi­ 
cial mapmakers. 
It is hoped soon to 
make a beginning in the work of m ap­ 
ping Porto Rico, for, like most regions 
that 
have depended upon Spain for 
their topographic delineation, the island 
is very poorly mapped. 
A t present we 
need not expect that the w oefully de­ 
ficient mapping of the Philippines can 
be remedied to any im portant extent. 
Detailed m apm aking there w ill be pre­ 
ceded by the general reports on the 
country, its people and resources, which 
the government has been arranging to 
procure from its com m issioners, arm y 
officers and civilian associates detailed 
for the work. 
Dr. George F. Becker of 
the geological survey, for instance, was 
at or near M anila in the middle of Feb­ 
ruary and has already made his prelim ­ 
inary report- on the m ineral resources 
of the islands, covering all the main 
discoveries in the geology of the P hilip­ 
pines that are of econom ic interest. He 
obtained this m aterial from unpublished 
data in the Spanish m ining bureau, 
verbal inform ation obtained at M anila 
ami various technical publications by 
Spanish aud other w riters. 
Mr. Robert 
T. 
H ill’s report on the 
m ineral re­ 
sources of Porto R ico w ill appear in the 
twentieth annual report of 
the geo­ 
logical survey. 
One of the parties in the field this 
year, consisting of five men, w ill work 
in the arid region of central Nevada, 
carrying their outfit in a prairie wagon. 
The cost of the topographic survey in 
inch regions as this is a little higher 
than in the very large areas of prairies 
and plains, where the expense does not 
exceed $1.50 a square mile. 
Professor 
Powell testified some years ago th at the 
cost in the m ountainous and arid re­ 
gions west of the one hundredth m erid­ 
ian varied from $1.50 to $3 a square 
mile; in the densely forested regions of 
western Oregon and W ashington about 
$5 a square m ile, and in the eastern 
part of the United States where forests 
prevail from $2.50 to $5 a square mile. 
These figures include everything except 
the engraving and p rinting of the maps. 
The maps give a very graphic deline­ 
ation of the regions they represent ami 
are within the reach of any one w illing 
to pay the merely nom inal price asked 
for them. The sheets are m ailed to any 
address at 5 cents apiece, or in lots of 


IOO or more maps at 2 cents each. 
Sometimes, but not very often, different 
departments of the governm ent seem 
practically to duplicate one anoth er’s 
map work. 
Thus the U nited States 
general land office has recently publish­ 
ed a map of Alaska, upon the scale of 
miles to an inch, in which the relief 
features are shown by crayon shading. 
It is for the most part a copy of the 
c« ast survey map and contains no iu- 
hrnjation of 
an econom ic character 
fhat is not la tte r depicted upon the 
map of the geological survey. 
In the course of tim e these topograph- 
ic map sheets w hich the geological sur- 
v®y has been issuing for about IS years 
will show the results of the topographic 
*nrvey of the en tire country, a vast 
"’ork which cannot be com pleted for 
iiiuny years to come. 
These maps are 
the necessary bases of the geologic map 
6k®eti now issuing, for it is impossible 
to map accurately and intelligently the 
a lo g ic a l features of a region u n til the 
topographic features are mapped.

the country has made far greater 
I J 'cress than the geologic map. 
. The purpose of the geological survey 
ls ?° discover the economic values that

rocks, ores. fertilizers, etc., and the

I t is easy to see that 
practical value of these maps is very 
1 *at. for the reason that our interests 


which are involved in geology are ct 
enormous m agnitude, our m ineral prod­ 
ucts now am ounting in value to nearly 
$750.000,0od a year. 
The geologists 
who collect the data for the geologic 
sheets of the map are specialists of a 
high g rad e; few of them are draftsm en, 
and if they were it would not pay to 
employ them in d rafting maps, for they 
are high salaried men. 
For the con­ 
struction of their sections and other il­ 
lustrations necessary to set forth the 
geology of the country the topographers 
of the topographic survey, therefore, are 
em ployed.— New York Sun

Provision 
is also made for women barbers who de­ 
sire to carry on the business of their 
husbands. 
To do this the women have 
to be enrolled as apprentices for three 
years, and they m ust exhibit a great 
proficiency before they are allowed to 
open an establishm ent of their own. 
The barber business in A ustria is not 
particularly lucrative, as one can be 
shaved for 5 cents and have one’s hair 
cut for about 3 cents.

NEW FIRE EXTINGUISHER. 


It P r o v e * V e r y Kfflelent In m H e e e n l 
T r i a l a t N e w a r k , N. J . 


C hief Van Riper and ex C hief P a t­ 
rick Fran cis G uthrie of N utley, N. J ., 
have discovered a new kind of fire ex­ 
tinguisher, and the other afternoon they 
gave an exhibition of it in the yard of 
the Essex County Hospital For the In ­ 
sane in Newark, N. J ., before a dozen 
mem bers of the board of chosen free­ 
holders. including D irector McGowan. 
There were present also half a dozen 
insurance underwriters. Dr. H inckley 
of the asylum and a num ber of the 
Franklin township authorities. 
A big box was filled with com bustible 
woodwork soaked w ith five gallons of 
kerosene. 
It was allowed to burn for 
two m inutes after applying the m atch, 
and then the fire was extinguished in 
IO or 15 seconds w ith a stream from a 
quarter inch nozzle. 
There was no gas 
created or used. 
The newly discovered 
chem ical was contained in a cham ber 
through which the water flowed under 
80 ponnds pressure, and it slowly m elt­ 
ed away and combined with the flowing 
water w ithout effervescence.
